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CONSENT DECISION

(<b) failing to obtain dogs from sources that are permitted 
to supply the respondents with dogs; 

l) failing to obtain dogs from licensed dealers; 

(e) failing to allow APHIS to inspect their premises; 

]) failing to establish and maintain programs of disease 
and prevention, euthanasia, and adequate veterinary care 
:he supervision and assistance of a doctor of veterinary 
medicinp; 

(g) failing to develop, document, and follow an 
appropriate plan to provide dogs with the opportunity for 
exercise; 

(h) failing to hold dogs for at least five full days as 
required by the regulations;
